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THE FLORIDA STATE HOSPITAL 

The Florida State Hospital at Chattahoochee, which has been caring for 
the mentally ill of the slate since 1876, has grown greatly in size and service 
and at the close of the biennium, June 30, 1954, had a patient population of 
6,490. In addition to this number, 1,228 patients were being cared for at 
the branch hospital at Arradia, making a total of 7,718, a net increase of 
557 during the period under report. 

In view of the services necessary for the operation of an institution this 
size a number of maintenance and service departments are required, in ad- 
dition to the medical department and its subdivisions, and some idea of the

MOVEMENT OF POPULATION 

On July 1, 1952, the first day of the biennial period, the patient population 
was 6,223. During the biennium 3,524 patients were admitted to the institu- 
tion which resulted in a totaJ of 9,747 patients treated during this period. 
The 3,524 patients admitted included all new admissions, returns from fur- 
lough, readmissions on former commitment, and returns from escape. Of 
the group of 3,524 patients 1,682 were admitted during the first half and 
1,842 during the last half of the biennium. The first admissions to the institu- 
tion totaled 1,331 for the first half and 1,445 for the last half of the biennium 
with a total of 2,776 first admissions for the biennium, an increase of 281 
first admissions over that for the previous biennium. The hospital census 
through June 30, 1954 was 6,490, showing an increase of 263 in total in- 
patient population during this period. 

We have had difficulty in the past two year period in admission of patients 
to the hospital because of Sack of adequate bed space, and have, consequently. 
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had to keep some patients on a waiting list uniil surh lime as beds became 
available. This has been true especially in regard to the older age group 
patient and the deteriorated patients due to lack of space in areas where 
special nursing and custodial care can be given for this particular type 
of patient. 

In the past biennium we have opened two new wards for colored patients 
with a capacity of 350 for colored men and 350 for colored women. The 
final part of the R. A. Gray Building was completed and opened as a Receiv- 
ing and Therapy Unit for white women, and has a capacity of 124 beds. 
These units have aided materially in our ability to receive new- patients at 
a faster rate. Some of the advantage, however, is offset by the fact that many 
of our older buildings have needed extensi%'e repair and it has been neces- 
sary to move patients out of areas being used in order to carry out such re- 
pair work, and this factor has at times been instrumental in slowing down 
admission of patients. 

A new r wing of 100 beds for Tubercular patients is under construction at 
the present time, as is a new infirmary type building of 600 beds for continued 
care of older patients. Funds for these were appropriated during the last 
legislative session and these additions will aid us a great deal. Plans for another 
Continued Treatment building of 250 beds are under way from the above 
mentioned appropriation. 

Replacement of some of the existing structures will, in the near future, 
be of prime importance due to age and the necessity for constant major 
repairs. 

Separations from the hospital for the biennium numbered 3,257, and this 
figure includes furloughs, deaths, escapes, transfers to other States or institu- 
tions, and patients discharged as competent. The period from July I, 1952 to 
July 1, 1953 showed 860 patients released on furlough, and the period from 
July 1, 1953 to July 1, 1954 showed an increased number totaling 1,005 fur- 
loughed during that year. During the period of 1952-1954, 1,069 patients were 
discharged by virtue of having been absent one year on furlough, and 175 
were discharged from the institution as competent. 100 patients left the 
institution on escape, and 727 of our patients passed away during the period. 
During the biennium 283 patients were transferred to the branch hospital 
at Arcadia, Florida. 

The figures in the above paragraphs show an increase in the admission 
rate as well as the release rates. We feel that with the passage of time, the 
service offered to our patients becomes better and more efficient despite the 
fact that there is an increasing percentage of admissions of senile and arterios- 
clerotic patients who require an exceptional amount of nursing and medical 
attention. 604 new patients of this classification were admitted this past 
biennium, which constituted 21.7% of the total first admissions. 

In this group of mental disorders due to processes of aging, special problems 
arise in care and management due to the fact that a great number of these 
patients are bedridden or infirm upon admission to the institution. Many of 
these patients after staying a while in the institution are benefited by general 
medical treatment and usage of special type drugs to the point at which the 
patient is able to be up and about and possibly lake care of his own per- 
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sonal needs to some extent. Psychiatric treatment in this group is, however, 
very limited because the mental disorder is the result of degenerative changes 
in the brain and part of the general deteriorative process of aging. 

Patients in this group do not carry a favorable outlook for eventual re- 
covery and usually remain in the institution for protracted periods of time. 
The increase in the number of this older age group is also reflected in the death 
rate of the hospital, and a review of the ages of death show the median age 
at death of 63.8 years for the first half of the biennium and 64.9 years for 
the second half of the biennium, with 64,35 years as the median for the entire 
biennium. The causes of death show a marked increase in deaths due to 
heart disease, arteriosclerosis, degenerative diseases and other diseases com- 
mon to the older age group. 

The death rate for the biennium was 44.7 per 1000 patients. The last half 
of the biennium showed a rate of 41.8 per 1000 patients as compared to 47.9 
per 1000 patients for the first half of the biennium. Comparison of rates for 
the last fourteen years show that each year the rate is dropping and we feel 
this trend is an indication of the improved medical care afforded at the institu- 
tion. We are, of course, still not satisfied, and new and more efficient methods 
are constantly being sought, introduced, and carried forward to increase 
the efficiency of the medical program. 

In studying the types of major mental disorders admitted, it is noted that 
Schizophrenia ( Dementia Praecox ) and Manic Depressive Psychosis are 
still the most prevalent among the major psychoses, 957 new cases of 
Schizophrenia were admitted, which is a 10.3% increase over the last bien- 
nium. 204 new cases of the Manic Depressive group were admitted during 
this period, which is a decrease of 12.4% as compared with the previous 
biennium. The Involutional group, however, has shown a 90.6% increase 
with 143 new cases in the 1952-54 period as compared to 75 during the 
1950-52 period. 

Mental disorders due to Syphilis of the Central Nervous System, which 
formerly was responsible for many hospital admissions, continue to decrease 
with only 121 cases of such a category being admitted, which is a 9.1% de- 
crease as compared to the 1 950-52 figures. 

Transfer of patients who are not legal residents of Florida to their states 
of residence is carried out as quickly as residence investigation and authoriza- 
tion from the patient's home state is received, and 45 such transfers were 
made during this two year period. 

Transfers to Veterans Administration Facilities are carried out through 
liaison with State Service Officers and Veterans Regional offices. Service 
connected disability cases are usually taken fairly quickly if no criminal 
charges are pending against the individual patient veteran ; however, the 
Veterans Administration will not accept jurisdiction if the patient is charged 
with criminal activity. Non-service connected patient-veterans find trans- 
fer more difficult because of overcrowding in Veterans Hospitals and 
there is always quite a delay between times of application for admission 
and time of authorization. All patients who are veterans routinely have 
application filed with Regional Office for transfer to a Veteran's Facility. 
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PROCEDURES PERTAINING TO ADMISSION AND 
RELEASE OF PATIENTS. 

Patients are authorized for reception at this institution following com- 
mitment by the Courts. After commitment, application is filed for admission, 
and authorization issued as soon as a bed is available to receive the patient. 
Patients are then delivered by law enforcement officers, friends, or rela- 
tives if possible, or are picked up by hospital employees on the hospital 
bus. 

Upon admission complete medical and psychiatric studies are begun, in- 
cluding x-ray examination, thorough laboratory testing, and psychological 
investigation. Assembly of all medical data with psychiatric findings is done 
and proper treatment recommended. This procedure usually takes about two 
or three weeks to complete and the patient is then seen by a diagnostic 
group for survey and recommendations. 

Release of patients is by one of two methods — furlough to relatives or 
guardians, or discharge as competent following a Genera! Staff survey of 
the case involved. 

Furlough is for a period of twelve months. Patients released in this man- 
ner are those who have shown improvement but it is not felt they are 
entirely competent, or such a patient may, in the opinion of the attending 
physician, be in need of supervision for some time after release from the 
institution. Ii is often fell b\ th< Staff that patieati need Bupervinan, especial- 
ly in the more severe mental disorders, or in case of an individual who has 
been in the institution for a protracted period of time, and has been out of 
contact with society and changing times. These patients may return wiih- 
out further court procedure any time during furlough period, but if they 
remain out for a period of a year they are automatically discharged. 

Competency discharge is not a common type of release, as we feel that 
many patients can be released before the readjustment of their mental pro- 
cesses has come to the stage of complete competency, and let the patient 
make his final readjustment and realignment of thinking in the familiar 
atmosphere of the home. Some cases, however, do stay until this stage is 
reached, and these are given discharge as competent after Staff review. 

Discharge from the institution, either as competent or after the expiration 
of the furlough period, does not restore the judicial sanity of the patient, 
as this is a procedure for the proper Court . 



MEDICAL STAFF ACTIVITY. 

During the biennium twenty-three physicians were employed in full time 
capacity; however, at the end of the biennium the Staff numbered fifteen 
members. This number is grossly inadequate for the type of service we 
desire to render, and with the increasing number of patients admitted each 
year the Staff at full capacity should number at least thirty-two members. 
This would insure adequate and complete care of our present patient load. 

The present budget has a quota of twenty-two physicians, but it has 
been impossible, so far, to fill budgeted positions. This is due to the great 
demand for psychiatrists throughout the United States which far exceeds 
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the supply, and aiso due to the fart that salaries, even with certain perquisites 
paid by the hospital, cannot compete with other hospitals or private practice 
opportunities. Housing has been a difficulty in the last two years, and this 
need must be adequately met to attract and hold psychiatrists. Also the 
isolated location of the hospital has proved a detriment to procuring per- 
sonnel. Doubling up of work by some of the physicians has been necessary 
in order to carry out the work load. Specialists in Pathology, Surgery, Tuber- 
culosis, and Radiology have been on the Staff to carry out the very necessary 
program in these fields and maintain the accreditation of the hospital. 

Staff conferences are held four times each week for discussion and diag- 
nosis of new admissions. Once each week the entireStaff meets for the con- 
sideration of patients felt well enough for the granting of a competency 
discharge. A pathological conference is held once each month to review 
deaths occurring in the institution. Conferences and clinics are held fre- 
quently throughout the year in conjunction with schools of Psychology and 
Social Work throughout the State. These are part of teaching programs 
in various colleges and universities, and are held as often as possible upon 
request of the individual department. 

It is the desire of the Staff to expand treatment programs and make new 
dianostir and therapeutic procedures available as quickly as possible to our 
patients. However, to do this it will be necessary to expand the Staff con- 
siderably and decrease the case load of individual physicians so that more 
time can be given to individual cases. 



GENERAL HOSPITAL DIVISION 

This division of the hospital is composed of the receiving wards, medical 
and surgical wards, and the tubercular facility, a total of 852 beds. The 
division is very well equipped and includes a surgical section of two operating 
rooms, with sterilizing and work facilities, and emergency and fracture rooms. 
An X-Ray Department with facilities for deep x-ray and diagnostic work 
is available, and a cystoscopic room with x-ray facility is combined in this 
department. The present diagnostic unit is quite old and in need of replace- 
ment as it is operating beyond capacity at present and in order to take 
care of ever increasing patient load will of necessity have to be replaced in 
the near future. 

The medical and surgical ward services include a total of 215 beds which 
handle the load of work in this branch quite well for the white female and 
male services. Colored medical and surgical patients are handled in their 
respective receiving hospitals. In these wards almost any type of medical 
and surgical procedure may be carried out by the Staff, and we believe our 
patients receive medical and surgical care equal to any general hospital in 
the region. 

The receiving and active therapy services are composed of 176 beds for 
white men, 124 beds for white women. 34 beds for colored women and 36 
beds for colored men. Into these sections all patients are admitted to the 
institution, given thorough medical and psychiatric examinations and treat- 
ment begun. Various forms of shock therapy are instituted in certain parts 
of these wards as part of an active therapy program. After the initial ther- 
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apeutic phase is carried out patients are moved to continued treatment wards 
or to convalescent wards. This part of the institution is in need of expansion 
especially on the colored division due to the fact that here new patients 
must be housed in and among chronically ill patients being treated for phy- 
sical ailments. We hope in the near future to be able to expand this por- 
tion of the service. 

Adequate spare for patients afflicted with mental illness is being re- 
cognized more and more as a vital factor in the promotion of recovery for 
the patient. It is impossible for a person who is emotionally upset to be- 
come calm, relaxed and stable in an atmosphere of crowding and confusion. 
Therefore it is imperative that such crowding and confusion be avoided 
on the receiving ward, and especially the therapy wards in order for a 
patient to be able to become emotionally stable. Expansion in our therapy 
wards will, we believe, be necessary in order to handle the increasing patient 
load in an efficient manner. This expansion is not directed toward en- 
larging the institution, but toward better utilization of potentials and to- 
ward a more rapid recovery time. 

We also have a fairly large tubercular sen-ice at the institution with 
158 beds for white patients and 309 beds for colored patients. In this 
section the modem drug therapies are being utilized to the greatest possible 
extent, A new wing is under construction at present to add 100 beds to the 
tubercular service which will house the colored patients who at present are 
being cared for in a quite inadequate building which is in a bad state of 
repair. 

A very adequate pharmacy completes this section of the hospital, and we 
have been able to keep a complete stock of drugs of all types during ihe 
biennium. 

HEALTH 

During the biennium we have been fortunate in having no epidemics of 
infectious or contagious diseases. All patients and new employees are inocu- 
lated for typhoid and vaccinated against small-pox. Constant check of 
the water supply, milk, and food handlers is, we feel, essential to continued 
well being of patients and personnel. 

One physician devotes the greater portion of his time to personnel health 
problems and all new employees are surveyed completely before employment. 



NURSING SERVICE IN THE GENERAL 
HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 

As mentioned elsewhere in this report, the General Hospital Division 
includes 852 beds, and covers the receiving, medical, and surgical wards, 
and the tubercular units. This unit is staffed by a competent nursing ser- 
vice, and all wards are covered by graduate nurse supervisors. Much of the 
general ward duties must, of necessity, be delegated to attendants and aides, 
and we have been fortunate in having a very good group of such personnel in 
this department. We also utilize the students who are in the affiliation and 
basic programs in nursing. 
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At the end of the biennium we had in this sen- ice area a staff consisting 
of one Director of Nurses, one Assistant Director of Nurses, thirty Registered 
Nurse Supervisors, seven registered Nurses on general duty, three record 
clerks, two Receptionists, one-hundred-twenty Orderlies, seventy-six Nurses* 
Aides, and fifty-seven Maids. 

SURGERY 

During the preceding two year period the surgical service has been avail- 
able quite extensively to our patient population and many emergency and 
elective surgical procedures have been performed which have contributed 
materially to the betterment of physical health of the patients and per- 
sonnel. The operative mortality and post-operative infection rate continues 
below the accepted levels set by the American College of Surgeons. 

The institution has the benefit of services of Doctor J. G. Lyerly of Jack- 
sonville, neurosurgeon, who comes once each month for consultation in neuro- 
logical problems, and to perform necessary neurosurgical procedures. We 
also have Doctor William J. Hutchison of Tallahassee, orthopedic surgeon, 
on the consulting staff who makes visits weekly to the institution to see 
patients in this specialty field. 

We hope in the near future to add consultants in chest surgery and urology, 
and to expand our services greatly in this direction. 

The surgical department also includes the emergency room service, where 
multitudinous minor operations are performed and treatments given, and 
acts as a central supply agency for all sterile supplies for the institution.

X-RAY 

An expanding program of work has been done in this department since 
the staff has been enlarged by the employment of a specialist in Radiology. 
X-ray and radium treatments are now available again to our patients and 
special diagnostic techniques for more adequate diagnosis are being used 
extensively. Replacement of an antiquated diagnostic unit, as mentioned 
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earlier in this report is a necessity and will greatly facilitate the program, A 
breakdown of procedures of the department follows;

SHOCK THERAPY 

During the past two years electro shock has continued to be the chief 
acute therapeutic modality. During this period 40,910 elcctroshock treat- 
ments were given to 1,871 different patients. Insulin shock is used in very 
selected cases after careful workup and consultation, with 92 patients re- 
ceiving 2,932 treatments. 

Electroshock programs are carried out in several areas of the institution 
in order to offer a wider usage of this type of therapy and constant ex- 
pansion of this service is going on in order to benefit a greater number of 
patients. 

Insulin shock is reserved for the acute therapy ward units because of the 
highly specialized nature of the treatment and the need for specially trained 
technical assistants. 

CLINICAL LABORATORY 

The Clinical Laboratory is under the direction of a full-time pathologist 
and is staffed with six medical technologists. It is approved by the Society of 
Clinical Pathologists and Board of Basic Sciences for the training of Medical 
Technologists. 

The past biennium has shown a marked increase in the number of more 
intricate laboratory tests performed. Ever)' effort is made to stay abreast with 
new procedures that have evolved from continued research. 

The Pathologist and Chief Technologist devote some 160 hours in teaching 
Pathology and the Physical Sciences in the School of Nursing. 

There were 273 post-mortem examinations performed which is M r , of all 
the deaths.

PSYCHOLOGY DEPARTMENT 

The Psychology Department affords psychological evaluation to all patients 
referred by their attending physicians. During the biennium the number of 
patients referred has shown an increase from about seventy-five per month in 
1952 to an average of 140 per month in 1954. Not only has the number of 
patients increased but the amount of lime spent with each patient has be- 
come much greater as a consequence of additional, new, and improved pro- 
cedures. 

Research has necessarily occupied a minor role because of the existing de- 
mand for service to patients. This fact notwithstanding, particular attention 
has been given to the evaluation of child molestors, A mass of material has 
been collected which may help in furnishing some objective criteria for ef- 
fective handling of the problem created by sex deviates. Also, this department 
has been asked by the Princeton University Department of Psychology to 
cooperate in standardizing the Tomkins-Horn Picture Arrangement Test. The 
results may correlate responses with significant features of mental illness. 

As a secondary function some 475 hours of instruction were contributed by 
psychologists to teaching psychology courses in the School of Nursing Educa- 
tion. 

Plans for 1954 call for a staff of three psychologists augmented later in the 
year by two intern psychologists from the graduate school of the Florida State 
University. The estimated cost of operation for the coming year will be approxi- 
mately nine times the amount expended when the department was re-opened 
with a single psychologist in 1946. 

SOCIAL SERVICE 

During the past biennium we have had the benefit of a trained social 
worker who has been a great help in duties of the social work type. It has 
been the responsibility of this department to aid in the obtaining of social 
histories and information concerning patients prior to their coming to the in- 
stitution, and to aid in the establishment of the residence of patients who are 
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committed here, but are residents of other states. We have been able to transfer 
a number of patients during the last two years as results of such investigations. 

Veteran's affairs have been handled, for the most part, by the Social Ser- 
vice Department and application forms are routinely sent to alt patients who 
are veterans for admission to a Veterans' Facility, 

Plans are under way for affiliation with Florida State University, School 
of Social Work, in order that we may participate in their training program, 
and both the University and the Florida State Hospital will benefit, it is felt. 

We are hoping also to employ a psychiatrically trained social worker in the 
very near future to more adequately carry out the program of the institution, 
and aid in the training program which is being planned. 



PHARMACY 

This service is in charge of a registered pharmacist, and we have through- 
out the years maintained a complete stork of drugs and biologicals, enabling 
us to properly care for the needs of our patients. 

The inventory, as of necessity, is considerable during the past few years, 
but we have noted a marked shortening of stay in the hospital sick wards of our 
patients because of the ability to furnish adequate medication. 

Drugs are dispensed daily to the wards on prescription and departmental 
transfer. 

DENTAL SERVICE 

During the biennium of 1952-54 the Dental Service in this institution has 
been rendered by one Chief Dentist and five dental interns. Five dental as- 
sistants, one record clerk, and three laboratory technicians complete the staff. 

On February !, 1953 Doctor A. F. Douglas, Chief Dentist, retired because of 
poor health. On March 1, 1954 Doctor John K. Cox assumed the duties as 
Chief Dentist, having come to us from St. Petersburg where he had been in 
private practice. Prior to going to St, Petersburg Doctor Cox had been a mem- 
ber of the College of Dentistry at Ohio State University, and had practiced for 
eight years in Steubinvillc, Ohio. 

As can be seen by the table which follows this report, a great deal of work 
has been accomplished in the department during the biennium. 

There have also been a number of physical improvements made during the 
period, such as installation of water coolers and fountains in several places, a 
new cooling system in the x-ray section, installation of oil sterilizers, cabinets, 
and an enlargement of the dental library.

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY 

Medically prescribed Occupational Therapy plays an indispensable role in 
the treatment of mental patients. The ward physician prescribes the treat- 
ments, the therapist receives the prescription, selects the suitable activity to get 
the desired results, keeps records of the relations and progress of the patients, 
and sends monthly reports to the physicians. Occupational therapy works as an 
adjunctive therapy under the physician's guidance and with other therapists in 
the resoeialization and rehabilitation of the patients. 

Our occupational therapy department conducted along scientific lines under 
the direction of a registered occupational therapist, was re-established three 
and one-half years ago. This work has been gradually expanded until it served 
1252 men and women patients during the biennial period of 1952-1954. 1114 
of these patients have shown definite improvement and 366 who have taken 
part in the program have returned home. The department has grown to six 
occupational therapy class rooms and one beauty parlor. The staff includes 
one O. T. R. director, one music therapist, one arts and craft instructor, one 
cooking instructor, four O. T. workers, and one licensed beautician. 

The crafts which are used as treatment include leather tooling, basketry, 
loom weaving, painting and designing, knotted belts, wood work, wood carving, 
braid weaving, hooked rugs, knitting, crocheting, embroidery, ceramics, shell 
craft, cooking, and many others. 
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The occupational therapy director gives instruction in occupational therapy 
to the student nurses as a regular course in their curriculum. 12 lectures and 
96 occupational therapy craft classes were held for the students during the 
past two years. 

Various volunteer groups have contributed immeasurably to the happiness 
and welfare of our patients and we have been grateful for their interest and 
cooperation. 

The Chattahoochee Garden Club and District No. 2 sponsored a successful 
garden therapy program for the patients. Various club members conduct 
monthly meetings for interested patients and have been hostess for two Christ- 
mas parties and two summer picnics with 1,200 patients enjoying these func- 
tions. 

The Florida Women's Medical Auxiliary donated the money to completely 
equip a two chair beauty parlor in the women's reception building. During 
the six months period the beauty parlor has been in operation 1,036 patients 
have been served. 

The Chattahoochee Methodist and Baptist Churches sponsored 24 monthly 
birthday parties for 1,440 patients; and the Quincy Episcopal Church sponsored 
48 Episcopal sen-ices and two Christmas parties for 1.474 patients. 

The Chattahoochee Senior Women's Club sponsored a Christmas party for 
76 patients at the Amos Infirmary. Thousands of Christmas gifts and craft 
materials are sent to the hospital by various chapters of the Beta Sigma Phi 
Sorority, and the Florida Federation of Women's Clubs, the Pilot Club, in- 
dividuals and other organizations, for the benefit of our patients. The Florida 
Pilot Club donated a television set for the Tuberculosis Building, and it is 
enjoyed by the patients in that area. Special Christmas parties were given for 
the veteran-patients of the hospital, sponsored by the Units of District 2 of 
the American Legion Auxiliary, at which time refreshments were served and 
cigarettes were distributed. These cigarettes were donated by the Department 
of Florida. American Legion Auxiliary, and were received by 307 patients. 

SCHOOL OF NURSING EDUCATION 

The School of Nursing Education has demonstrated progress during the 
period July 1, 1952 to June 30, 1954, and with the addition of the new white 
Female Receiving Service the clinical facilities have been expanded, and the 
required class room instruction has been maintained.

Mrs. Etelka W. Young, who had been Director of the School of Nursing 
for twelve years retired at the end of this biennium. 

We are attempting to improve teaching facilities and techniques to meet 
the standards set by the State Board of Nursing Examiners, and hope in the 
near future to have more nearly attained those standards.

RECREATIONAL THERAPY 

The activities of the Recreation Department consist of the continuation 
of the plans and activities of the previous two year period, with some gradual 
improvements and a few new activities. 

Of the ancillary therapies, recreation has a unique position. It is unique 
in that it encompasses the best of the therapeutic ingredients, the human 
touch. There is a disarming, impersonal method which invites participation. 
The patient tends to move out of his small realtn of security because the therapy 
kindles motivation and lessens fear and apprehension. Our present active ope- 
rating program includes: 

(!) Large Group Social Activities: This consists of patients who are cap- 
able of attending activities in our beautiful Recreation Therapy Build- 
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ing and on the Athletic Field. We provide once each week a thirty- 
five M, M, movie, square dance music by the hospital string band, and 
round dance music provided by the hospital orchestra. This group has 
also enjoyed several social parties and other outside entertainments In- 
civic clubs. At various times they are taken to the Athletic Field where 
they enjoy ball games, circus activities, and other sports events. 

(2) Instructional Group: This embraces courses in musical therapy, leading 
of bands, marching and singing. Suitable games to re-educate and de- 
velop coordination are taught. Classes in square dancing, table games, 
group work and other social activities are conducted. 

(3) Inter-ward programs have been developed especially for those patients 
who, because of infirmities, must spend much of their time on the wards. 
Reading, indoor games, radio, record players, and 16 M. M. motion pic- 
tures are the main source of recreation for these patients. We have 
added during this biennial period two television sets and five radios for 
the enjoyment of this group. 

(4) Indoor and outdoor games in which patients participate are shuffle- 
board, softball, badminton, horseshoes, basketball, ping pong, volley- 
ball, croquet, pool, card games, tournament and Chinese checkers, and 
others. Once each month there is a round and square dance given for 
the employees and music is furnished by our hospital orchestra. 

During the biennium six pianos have been purchased and placed on wards 
for the enjoyment of the patients. One of these to be used in our musical activi- 
ties is in the Recreational Therapy Building. With the cooperation of the entire 
personnel, as we have had in the past, we hope to make more foreward move- 
ment in providing recreation for the patients. Our patients look forward with 
anticipation to our recreational activities and a large percentage participate. 

EASTERN STAR LIBRARY 

The library staff consists of a librarian and a group of thirteen patients who 
engage in this activity as a fonn of occupational therapy. 

The Library' has benefited materially from the generous contributions of 
clubs and individuals in the matter of periodicals and books donated, and 
the patient population has enjoyed the privilege of using reading material 
which has been made available. The hospital has also purchased a substantia! 
number of periodicals by subscription which have been widely used by our 
patients. 

Repair of books and binding of periodicals has been an important function 
of this group and has helped materially in the preservation of our circulating 
library as well as our scientific libraries.

CHAPLAINCY 

The work of the Chaplain is a significant duty. In his services the patients 
find the sympathetic understanding and consolation which the church offers, 
and are given even' opportunity to carry on their religious interests while in the 
hospital. 

Each Sunday morning a service is conducted for the benefit of the patients. 
It is on a voluntary basis, and is attended by a large number. The patients take 
active parts in this service. The trained choir, the talented soloists and instru- 
mentalists make the chapel service one of unusual quality. 

Additional services are conducted regularly by the Roman Catholic and 

Episcopal churches, and occasionally other denominations hold services for 
those patients who are interested. The colored patients have their own minister 
and services. 

Other responsibilities of the Chaplain are in ten* ie wing patients upon re- 
quest, visiting the critically ill, conducting funerals, and writing letters of con- 
dolence.

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FOOD SERVICES 

The enormous task of preparing and serving meals to the patients and per- 
sonnel of this large institution is handled through five main food service de- 
partments. These departments serve around 22,500 meals per day, including 
many special diets. Since the cost of meals represents about 42J/ 2 9f of our net 
general operating expense, good economy is essential. At the same time we 
must supply meals that are palatable and well balanced to ensure that our 
patients receive proper nourishment so vital to good physical health and con- 
tentment. Menus must be sufficiently varied in order that meals may be ap- 
petizing and nutritious. 

THE GENERAL KITCHEN is the largest of our food handling depart- 
ments, preparing and serving around 18,500 meals per day to patients of the 
general ward departments and to personnel of the various service departments 
of the institution. This branch of our food service, operated under the supervi- 
sion of an experienced steward, has a large bakery, which provides bread for 
the entire institution, and a meat market serving the other smaller kitchens of 
the institution. 

Several notable improvements have been made in this department during the 
biennium. The old worn floors have been replaced with quarry lite and wains- 
cot of tile installed around the walls in the kitchen area. Canopies have been 
installed over the large steam kettles, greatly reducing the temperature in the 
cooking area. Two new units have been added in the refrigeration section, 
where meats and other perishable Items are stored. A new diet pantry has been 
added and new garbage and trash rooms constructed. Food is served cafeteria 
style, ensuring hot meals. This method of serving has proved most efficient and 
has been well accepted by the patients. 

THE GRAY KITCHEN, which is connected with and serves the two re- 
ceiving units for w r hite patients, prepared an average of 950 meals per day for 
patients and hospital personnel of these buildings. While some individual feed- 
ing is necessary, the majority of the patients are ambulatory and can take their 
meals in dining rooms provided in this area. This food service is also under 
the supervision of the steward of our general kitchen. 

Our DIET KITCHEN, serving the general hospital section of the institution, 
is under the supervision of a registered dietitian. This kitchen is charged 
with the preparation of a large number of special diets for patients who are 
under treatment for various illnesses requiring dietary control, and is equipped 
for the the preparation of all such diets as may be indicated. Approximately 
1 .440 meals are served from this kitchen each day. 

The AMOS KITCHEN, serving the Amos Infirmary, prepared some 1,200 
meals per day for patients and personnel of that building. The patients in this 
building are not physically able to go to a general dining room for their meals, 
due to their infirmities. Food is transported to various serving rooms in electri- 
cally heated food carts, then distributed to patients in their day rooms or at the 
bedside. Many of the patients in this group must be individually fed by atten- 
dants. Special diets are provided where required for medical reasons and 
extra nourishment furnished between meats. An experienced steward is in 
charge of this particular branch of our food service. 
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The TUBERCULAR HOSPITAL KITCHEN is especially set up to prepare 
meals for our tubercular units and prepared approximately 460 meals per day. 
Special menus are necessary for this group of patients, who require greater 
caloric intake and special types of food in many instances in order to adequately 
take care of their particular needs and to aid in the treatment of their tuber- 
cular state. This kitchen is operating at maximum capacity and will be supple- 
mented by a new kitchen incorporated in the new wing being added to the 
tuberculous section of the hospital. 

CONSTRUCTION DEPARTMENT 

This department is charged with the structural upkeep of all hospital build- 
ings, including repairs ranging from those of a minor nature to major projects, 
comprising complete renovation of existing buildings. Some new construction. 
involving small buildings and additions, is also performed by this department 
where practical, and to the best interest of the state. Listed below are the princi- 
pal new additions and major repair projects completed, or in progress, by cur 
construction forces during the biennium :

Also operated within the scope of this department are ■ — a saw mill, which 
produced 865,370 board feet of lumber from timber grown on hospital land,: 
carpentry' shops, engaged in the manufacture of such items as window and doot 
frames, cabinets, chairs, tables and many other items; a shoe shop, where ap- 
proximately 6,650 pairs of shoes were repaired for patients; mop and broom 
shop, where 13,460 mops and 9,361 brooms were manufactured: metal-work 
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shop, where numerous cooking utensils and other metal items are repaired 
and which handles sheet metal work necessary to the construction and repair of 
buildings, 

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 

The engineering department has the responsibility of operating and main- 
taining plant utilities and distribution systems furnishing electricity, steam, 
water and communications throughout the hospital, as well as general main- 
tenance of refrigeration, automotive and other mechanical equipment serving 
the hospital. This department also operates the new 30-ton ice plant which 
was installed during the biennium and began production in September, 1953. 

Plant records show the following production figures for the biennium: 
electricity 17,698.000 KW hours; steam 972,078.942 pounds; water 1,306,528,- 
000 gallons; ice 1,363.30 tons. 

In addition to general maintenance of distribution systems and equipment, 
this department makes all installations of electric, plumbing and heating systems 
required in the major renovation of existing buildings and such new con- 
struction as is done by hospital forces. Such projects for the biennium are 
listed in the report of the Construction Department, 

Preventative maintenance, periodic inspections and instructions in safety 
have brought industrial accidents to a minimum. We are particularly pleased to 
report the excellent experience record of our automotive fleet, showing 843,- 
600 vehicle miles without injury to anyone and winning the safety award of 
the State Traffic Coordinating Committee for two consecutive years. 

Plans are now being prepared by a firm of architects-engineers for improve- 
ments and expansion of plant facilities and distribution systems, as provided 
in appropriation made by the 1953 Legislature. Principal items in this pro- 
gram are - new 60 M pound per hour boiler and building addition to plant ; 
new 2,000-KW turbo-generator; rehabilitation of electric distribution system, 
water mains, sanitary sewers; fire alarm system; fire escapes for ward build- 
ings; reconditioning and replacement of air-conditioning equipment in operat- 
ing room. This work, when completed, will provide much needed relief and 
will result in lower unit cost production of steam and electricity. 

Due to the growth of the institution our present filter plant and water 
storage facilities are not adequate to supply demands at peak needs and at the 
same time provide sufficient reserve for emergencies. Necessary funds to re- 
lieve this condition will be included in our next budget request for capital 
outlav items. 



FIRE DEPARTMENT 

We are pleased to report that fire losses during this two-year period have 
been lower than for any comparative period recorded during the seventeen 
years this department has been in existence. 

Listed below are the number of calls responded to, type of fires and valua- 
tion of losses during this biennium:

The fire department maintains a force of twelve full-time firemen and fifteen 
volunteer firemen. Volunteers, regularly employed in other departments of the 
hospital train one evening each week and are subject to tall at all times. 
Twelve of these volunteers reside at the fire station so they may be immediately 
available for night calls. 

Classes of study in fire fighting technique, operation and maintenance of 
equipment and other related subjects, have been conducted for the regular 
firemen in order that efficiency may be kept at highest level. 

The department has made monthly fire safety inspections in all buildings 
occupied by patients and has received weekly inspection reports from supervi- 
sors of such buildings, toward fire prevention measures. The chief has con- 
ducted lectures on fire prevention and safety in classes for student nurses and 
for new attendants during indoctrination periods. Modern teaching methods. 
including use of motion pictures, are employed as a means of impressive and 
comprehensive instruction in fire prevention, as well as duties in the event 
of fire. We are confident that this educational program of fire prevention h 
largely responsible for our low fire loss during the biennium. 

Mechanized equipment maintained and operated by this department con- 
sists of one 500 GPM pumper truck, one 500 GPM quadruple combination 
truck carrying 257 feet of ladders, and one small booster type truck. All trucks 
carry the usual equipment considered standard for such vehicles, plus such 
special equipment as is indicated for the type protection this department is 
charged with supplying. 

This department has maintained all first aid fire fighting appliances through- 
out the institution, including necessary replacements of hose and recharging ol 
more than nine hundred extinguishers installed in the various buildings. 

Contract has been awarded for ten outside fire escapes, spiral and tubular 
types, to be installed on certain ward buildings. Also, plans have been pre- 
pared for installation of an underground fire alarm circuit. These devices, 
made possible through appropriations by the 1953 Legislature, are highly de- 
sirable in our fire control program. Prompt notice of fire and adequate evacua- 
tion facilities are of utmost importance toward the safety of persons and pro- 
perty. 

HORTICULTURE AND GROUND MAINTENANCE 

The Horticulture Department is responsible for the maintenance and beauti- 
fication of all hospital grounds and hospital cemetery, comprising in all some 
250 acres. General maintenance consists of mowing lawns, tending shrubbery, 
flowers and trees. Also grounds have been improved through grading and 
sodding where needed. 2,980 pounds of pecans were harvested from our trees. 

Considerable grading, landscape work, planting of grass and shrubbery, has 
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been accomplished in the new building areas, particularly about the receiving 
center, the two new ward buildings for colored patients and the mortuary and 
chapel. Several sprinkler systems have been installed to better care for lawns 
and shrubbery about the hospital. Our cemetery road, approximately six-tenths 
of a mile, has been reconstructed and hard-surfaced by the State Road De- 
partment. We are sincerely grateful to the Road Department for this long 
needed Improvement, Much work has been done toward beautification of out 
cemetery and small concrete markers installed on the graves of those buried 
there. 

New mowing equipment acquired during the biennium has enabled this small 
department to maintain our grounds in excellent condition. 



SANITARY DEPARTMENT 

Activities within the scope of this department consist of general sanitation 
and pest control throughout the hospital, operation of sewage disposal plant, 
garbage disposal, operation of new swill cooking plant, and distribution ol 
swill to our swine herd. 

The department operates under direct supervision of a registered sanitarian, 
who makes regular inspection of sanitary conditions in the various dormitories 
housing patients and employees, and in the food handling departments. Build- 
ings are graded in accordance with conditions found and reports on findings 
are made to the superintendent. Many improvements toward better sanitation 
have been made during the biennium and we are pleased to report that sanitary 
conditions are excellent throughout the institution. 

The ultimate disposal of trash is still quite a problem. We have reached the 
conclusion thai the most economical means of sanitary disposal of such garbage 
could be effected by use of the land-fill method. This would require the 
services of a bulldozer and we plan to include this piece of equipment in our 
next budget request. 

Insecticides, rodenticides and other exterminating materials are compounded 
by the sanitary department, providing effective products at considerable sav- 
ing. All hospital buildings are serviced at regular intervals for control of insects 
and rodents. Servicing of our farm storage buildings, carrying large quantities 
of corn produced on our farm, has doubtless been responsible for tremendous 
savings through elimination of rats, weevils and other destructive pests. 

Our sewage treatment plant has continued to operate efficiently during the 
biennium, producing one of the best effluents to be found anywhere in the 
state. 



LAUNDRY 

As the population of the hospital has increased there has been a considerable 
increase in the number of pounds handled by the laundry. For the period un- 
der report we have handled in the laundry 12.322,596 pounds at a cost of 
$.0209 per pound. For the previous biennium we handled 10,545,104 pounds at 
a cost of $.02135 per pound. 
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The following equipment has been added during the biennium:

Funds were appropriated by the 1953 Legislature for an addition to the 
laundry building and equipment for same. Plans are under way and construc- 
tion, which is to be done by our own forces, will soon begin. This add it ion 
will provide much needed relief in our laundry, which is now operating at 
more than normal maximum capacity, 

FARMING OPERATIONS 

A number of notable improvements beneficial to farm and dairy operations 

were made during this biennium. Two hundred acres of land were cleared and 
planted to pasturage for beef cattle and two pure-bred bulls added to the beef 
herd. Three hundred acres of dairy pasture lands were planted to varieties of 
Bahia, Bermuda and clover. One hundred ninety four acres of additional farm 
lands were acquired during the biennium. Twenty thousand, live hundred 
pine seedlings were planted on hospital lands not suitable for farming. All 
fence posts are now treated in our new rreosoting plant, constructed during the 
biennium and operated in connection with our saw mill. Posts so treated should 
last from fifteen to twenty years. The hospital has considerable acreage under 
fence and it is planned to gradually fence all hospital property. In addition to 
general upkeep of farm buildings and fences, the farm forces have built a 
small garage with parts room for repairing farm machinery and an implement 
shed, using salvaged lumber. 

Milking machines were installed in our dairy. An artificial breeding program 
was established in our dairy herd and will result in much better dairy cattle 
than we might otherwise afford. The practice of mixing our own dairy feeds, 
begun in the latter part of the biennium, is expected to reduce our feed costs 
materially, since considerable quantities of ingredients are grown on our farm. 
Individual milk production records established in our dairy will enable us to 
determine which cows are profitable producers and result in better culling prac- 
tices. All swill fed to our swine herd is thoroughly cooked in the new cooking 
plant operated under supervision of the hospital's sanitarium in accordance 
with State regulations, A full time veterinarian is employed in the care of our 
livestock. Pigs are vaccinated as soon as weaned and all livestock periodica llv 
examined and treated as Indicated. We are pleased to report that there has 
been no evidence of vesicular exanthema in our swine herd.

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MEDICAL AND SURGICAL CENTER 
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HISTORY 

The G. Pierce Wood Memorial Branch of Florida State Hospital is located 
in DeSoto County near Arcadia, Florida. The women's division is known as 
Dorr Field and the men's division as Carls trom Field. These locations are some 
twelve miles apart. 

The lands and original installations at these sites were formerly the property 
of the United States Government, having been utilized as training bases for 
military personnel of the Air Force. These properties were acquired by the State 
of Florida through Federal Grant in 1946 and work necessary to convert the 
buildings for use in the care and treatment of mental patients was completed 
in 1947. 

The first patients were accepted on transfer from Florida State Hospital. 
Chattahoochee, in February, 1947, and by the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1948, the patient population of the branch hospital numbered some 735. While 
the greater number of these patients were admitted on transfer from Chatta- 
hoochee, 1 12 were received on transfer from the Florida Farm Colony, Gaines- 
ville. 

Relatively small additions to facilities have been constructed from time to 
time since the original acquisition by the State and as of June 30, 1954, the 
end of the current biennium, there are a total of 1 ,228 patients being cared for 
at this branch hospital. 

Plans are under way to provide facilities for approximately 600 additional 
beds at these installations and when this work is completed the hospital will 
have facilities to care for a total of around 1,850 patients.

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MEDICAL STAFF 

Our medical staff, serving both Dorr and Carlstrom Divisions, consists of a 
medical director and three assistant physicians. An additional physician will 
soon be needed as a result of the increased patient population during this bi- 
ennium and further increase provided under the current construction program. 

In addition to the various medical and psychiatric treatment programs 
carried on by the medical staff, regular staff conferences are held for the 
purpose of considering the release of those patients who have shown sufficient 
improvement to indicate that they may be eligible for furlough or discharge. 

The staff also holds diagnostic conferences for the purpose of classifying 
each new case and determining the type of treatment which might best bene- 
fit and hasten recovery. 

GENERAL HEALTH 

We are pleased to report that there has been no outbreak of contagious or 
infectious diseases among our patients or employees during the biennium. An 
active medical program, which embodies thorough physical examination of em- 
ployees as well as patients, has enabled us to maintain a high standard of phy- 
sical health. 

Other preventive measures include periodic tests of our water supplies and 
of milk we receive, as well as routine check-ups on all food handlers, made 
periodically. 

The number of patients in the aged and infirm type group is steadily in- 
creasing. These patients, while not acutely ill, require much medication, con- 
stant nursing care and special diets. Many of them are not physically able to go 
to the dining hall for their meals and must be served in the wards. Electrically 
heated food carts are used for this purpose, ensuring hot meals. 



GENERAL HOSPITAL

During this period we had 58 deaths in the general hospital section. Pa- 
tients in this section were given psychiatric and medical examinations and 
treatment, and many of the treatments were for purely physical ailments. 44,- 
554 treatments of one type or another were given during this time in this 
section of the hospital, not including 6,513 electroshock treatments. 
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The general hospital section is well equipped to give routine psychiatric- 
care by competent staff, as well as medical and surgical attention. 

SURGERY 

The surgical department at Arcadia Hospital has been quite active during 
the past two years. Under the supervision of this department is included the 
emergency room and the outpatient clinic ; also the furnishing of sterile sup- 
plies for the institution and immunization program for the patients and cm- 
ploy ees. 

During the two year period the operations listed in the tabulation below 
were performed. There were also a good many malignancies found among the 
patient population and some among the employee group. These tumors were 
biopsied or excised and examined in the clinical laboratory at Chattahoochee 
78 from Carls trom branch and 13 from Dorr branch have been referred to re- 
gional tumor clinics for treatment of malignant lesions; also 3 employees and 
J member of employee's family were referred for such care.

X-RAY DEPARTMENT 

The X-Ray Department has continued active during the past two years. 
Routine films are made on all new admissions and on all employees. Patients 
returned from furlough are also given the benefit of re-check examinations. It 
has been the practice to x-ray all patients prior to their receiving shock therapy, 
and it has also been the practice to run serial films on all cases suspected of 
having pulmonary tuberculosis. All food handlers are given routine rechecks 
every six months for the protection of themselves, as well as for the patient 
population. 

Film reading is in the hands of the medical staff, and films are often sent 
to Chattahoochee for interpretation by the radiologist there. Patients requiring 
x-ray and radium therapy are referred to cancer clinics in the region. 

Electrocardiograms and Basal Metabolism determinations are made in this 
department upon request of members of the staff. Listed below is the statistical 
report for the biennium:

DRUG DEPARTMENT 

The drug rooms at both Carlstrom and Dorr Hospitals continue in charge 
of a drug clerk who divides his time between these two areas. Drugs are dis- 
pensed daily to the wards and patients upon prescription and requisition. 
During the biennium 1.488 departmental requisitions were honored and a 
total of 6,507 prescriptions filled. 



DENTAL DEPARTMENT 

Dental facilities consist of complete two-chair clinics at Dorr and Carlstrom 
Hospitals. One ful! time resident dentist serves both these clinics, which are 
operated under the supervision and direction of the Chief Dentist of the parent 
hospital at Chattahoochee. The resident dentist also serves the Glades State 
Prison at Belle Glade, giving two days each two weeks to this service. 

Dental supplies and laboratory service are furnished from the parent hospital. 

The total number of sittings for the biennium numbered 9,558.

RELIGIOUS SERVICES 

Religious services for our patients at both Dorr and Carlstrom Hospitals are 
conducted twice each week. White attendance is on a voluntary basis, patients 
have continued to show growing interest and the number attending these regu- 
lar services is increasing. Services are conducted in such manner as our chap- 
lain feels may best reach and benefit the congregation. Special denominational 
services are also held from time to time as arranged by distinctive denomi- 
national groups. 

Our chaplain makes regular visits twice each week to the physically ill and 
infirm. He also visits patients in the general wards, holding interviews with 
individuals and giving them such aid and comfort as he may in their spiritual 
and personal problems. These warm personal contacts are of real benefit to 
the contentment and general welfare of the patients and they are very grate- 
ful to the chaplain for his kind interest and understanding. 

When a patient passes away the Chaplain writes letters of sympathy to re- 
latives and conducts funeral services in those cases where interment is made in 
the local cemeterv. 



RECREATION AND OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY 
CARLSTROM DIVISION — MEN: 

Additional space provided for recreational activities during this biennium 
has permitted us to make much progress in expansion of programs which have 
meant so much to the general welfare and happiness of our patients. 

Main activities in our recreation building are: weekly dances with both 
men and women patients participating; orchestra and choir practice each 
week; bingo and bridge parties each week. Our Eastern Star Library, housed 
in this building, is nicely equipped with comfortable chairs, tables for writing, 
a supply of 494 books, and various magazines are available. Magazines are 
distributed from the library to the various wards. We also have a new pool 
table, two table-tennis sets, chess and checker boards. Religious services are held 
in this building once each week. 
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Outdoor games consist mainly of shuffle board, tennis, horse shoes, croquet, 
soft ball and volley ball. From time to time various groups, properly supervised, 
are privileged to attend high school football games and soft ball games in 
Arcadia, Weekly shopping trips to Arcadia are arranged and group picnics arc 
held each month outside the hospital area. Patients look forward to these out- 
ings with much pleasure. 

A number of the men patients enjoy working in our woodcraft shop, which 
is well equipped with safety devised machinery, work benches and hand tools. 
Many projects are carried on here, such as manufacture of tables, chairs, 
benches, book cases, picture frames, signs, cabinets and other wood furniture 
items which may be used in the various departments of the hospital. Following 
is a list of items manufactured and repaired during the biennium:

12 cornices; 6 chests of drawers; 38 radios; 5 speakers; 10 chairs; 

10 bedside tables; 2 pr. crutches; 7 desks; 6 bulletin boards; 
5 coffee tables ; 8 soft -ball bats ; Many small item; not listed. 

12 curtain rods. 

It is our purpose to interest every patient in some form of recreational or 
occupational activity. The splendid cooperation of all departments has enabled 
us to make steady progress in this direction. 

DORK DIVISION — WOMEN: 

Social activities in our recreation program for women patients are essentially 
the same as above outlined for men patients, consisting of dances, picnics, card 
parties, motion pictures, various indoor and outdoor games and other suitable 
forms of entertainment. 

We also have a reception room and library, where a large selection of maga- 
zines, paint books and picture puzzles are available to the patients. This is lo- 
cated near the canteen, where patients and visitors can purchase soft drinks, 
ice cream, candies, and the many other small luxury items so essential to their 
happiness and contentment. 

In addition to the general forms of recreation, we also have an Art Room, 
where patients do embroidery work, knitting, weaving and many other types 
of handicraft work. Our program has been expanded to include ceramics and 
basketry during this biennium. Around forty patients are enrolled in the 
various craft programs carried on in our Art Room. 

Following is a list of the items made by patients during the biennium : 

50 vanity sets: 75 scarves: 3 bed spreads; 5 quilt tops; 3 afghans; 62 rugs; 20 
table cloths; 15 luncheon sets: 18 sweaters, stoles and shawls; 10 spreads; 24 
leather belts; 10 lies; 386 miscellaneous crocheted items: upholstered 46 chairs and 
divans. 

A number of the ladies have shown a keen interest in gardening and we have 
a small plot which they tend. They derive much pleasure and satisfaction in 
planting and watching the plants grow. Special group parties are planned at 
intervals for patients engaged in this therapy program and they thoroughly en- 
joy these. 
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Such activities are of real benefit in the general care and treatment of pa- 
tients and we hope to continue expansion of these programs to the extent that 
each patient may be encouraged to participate in at least some form of recrea- 
tion or occupational therapy, 

BEAUTY PARLOR — DORR DIVISION 

Personnel of our Beauty Parlor consists of one paid operator, assisted by pa- 
tients who have had previous training in this type work. Patients are very ap- 
preciative of the work that is done for them and cooperate nicely with the 
operator and her assistants. Following is a list of the work done during the bi- 
ennium.

BARBER SHOP — CARLSTROM DIVISION 

Two barbers are employed in our shop at Carlstrom and are kept quite 
busy as may be seen from the following list of work done during the biennium :

FOOD SERVICE 

The two food service departments maintained at Dorr and Carlstrom Di- 
visions have served an average of 3,218 meals per day to patients and person- 
nel. 

Meals are appetizing, well balanced and nutritious. Cafeteria type service 
ensures hot meals and is well accepted by the patients. Patients are not crowded, 
being seated four at each table. These arrangements are doubtless largely re- 
sponsible for the quiet and orderly manner in which they take their meals. 

While kitchen and dining hall facilities have been adequate during this bi- 
ennium, we shall need additional facilities to provide for the increased popula- 
tion we must serve when the new buildings authorized under the current con- 
struction program are occupied. 

LAUNDRY 

Our laundry has operated very efficiently during the biennium, handling 
a total of 2,422,287 pounds of laundry. Soinc additional equipment will be 
required during the next biennium in order to handle the additional laundry 
work that will be required through population increase provided for in the 
current new construction program.

MAINTENANCE DEPARTMENTS 

Construction Division : 

In addition to general repair work on buildings and equipment, this depart- 
ment has accomplished quite a few projects involving major repairs and some 
new construction. Following is a list of the larger projects accomplished during 
the biennium: 

Installed asbestos shingle roofs on all buildings at Dorr and Carlstrom. 
Installed new steam tables — one at Dorr and one at Carlstrom. 
Removed partition in employees' dining room, Carlstrom, to increase capacity. 
Converted two 2-story buildings at Carlstrom from employees' quarters to ward 

buildings for men patients, including installation of window guards. 
Remodeled employee's dormitory, converting one section for use as recreation cen- 
ter and another section for use as sewing room. 

Built covered walk-way approximately 300 feet long and 8 feet wide, from patients' 

dining hall to wards. 
Remodeled one white male ward to adapt for bousing aged and infirm patients; this 

work consisted of complete renovation of building and new serving room. 
Addition to woodcraft shop for lumber storage. 
Grading and filling around new ward buildings and apartments, including land* 

scaping and planting lawns. 
Installed window guards on three white women's ward buildings. 
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Ice Plant: 

During the biennium our ice plant has produced 911 tons of ice for use at 
Carlstrom and Dorr. 

Water and Sewage: 

Our water treatment plants at Dorr and Carlstrom produce an average of 
around 6,000,000 gallons of water per month. We have a very hard water at 
both places, tests showing 450 PPM, and we bring this down to around 110 to 
120 PPM. 

We must also operate two sewage treatment plants, one at Dorr and one at 
Carlstrom. These plants are of the activated sludge type and produce very good 
effuents. A laboratory is maintained so necessary tests may be made and proper 
chemical treatment given to keep operations at performance peak. Samples 
are also submitted regularly to the State Board of Health for Analysis and 
report. 

Fire Department : 

Personnel of our Fire Department consists of a fire marshal and twelve vol- 
unteer firemen, who are regularly employed in other departments of the hos- 
pital. During this biennium the department has maintained all first aid fire 
equipment throughout the hospital. Extinguishers are placed in all buildings 
and regularly tested and sen iced. There have been no fire losses during this 
period. 

PASTURE LANDS 

Considerable acreage at both Carlstrom and Dorr Hospitals is being utilized 
as pasturage for state owned beef cattle. These outlying lands are being 
further developed toward the establishment of a dairy for the purpose of 
supplying milk to the hospitals. Approximately 300 acres have been broken 
and planted to improved grass, additional fencing installed, and old fences 
rebuilt where needed. It is planned that dairy cattle will be supplied by the 
parent hospital at Chattahoochee.
